Outgoing inspector doubts 
Iraq had banned weapons 

WASHINGTON I U.S. intelligence agencies 
need to explain why their research indicat- 
ed Iraq possessed banned weapons before 
the American-led invasion, says the outgo- 
ing top U.S. inspector, who now believes 
Saddam Hussein had no such arms. 

“I don’t think they exist,” David Kay said 
Sunday. “The fact that we found so far the 
weapons do not exist — we’ve got to deal with 
that difference and understand why.” 

Asked whether Pres- 
ident Bush owed the 
nation an explanation 
for the gap between his 
warnings and Kay’s find- 
ings, Kay said: “I actually 
think the intelligence com- 
munity owes the president, 
rather than the president 
owing the American people.” 

The CIA would not comment Sunday on 
Kay’s comments, although one intelligence 
official pointed out that Kay himself had 
predicted last year that his search would 
turn up banned weapons. 

Kay’s remarks on National Public Radio 
reignited criticism from Democrats, who 
ignored his cautions that the failure to find for- 
bidden weapons was “not a political issue.” 

The White House stuck by its assertions 
that illicit weapons will be found in Iraq 
but had no additional response on Sunday 
to Kay’s statements. 

Kay said he resigned Friday because the 
Pentagon began peeling away his staff as the 
military struggled to put down the Iraqi insur- 
gency last fall.

Many voters remain 
undeeided, wavering 
ahead of N.H. contest 

NASHUA, N.H. | John Kerry criti- 
cized Howard Dean on Sunday for 
espousing tax and foreign policies 
that will “just kill us” at the polls 
in November as Kerry himself was 
accused of waffling on the Iraq war. 

Leading comfortably in polls two 
days from voting, the Massachusetts 
lawmaker asked Dean to “stop run- 
ning a negative campaign,” even as 
he suggested that Dean can’t get 
elected. “Between foreign policy 
and taxes, I think it is a serious 
problem,” Kerry said. 

Dean spokeswoman Tricia 
Enright said the former Vermont 
governor has stood up to President 
Bush on taxes, education and the war 
in Iraq. “Unfortunately, to this day, 
John Kerry couldn’t find his position 
on Iraq with a compass,” she said. 


Sen. John Edwards, who finished 
second to Kerry in last week’s 
Iowa caucuses and has promised 
to wage a positive campaign, said 
the Massachusetts senator has not 
been clear on the war. “I think he’s 
said some different things at differ- 
ent points in time,” Edwards said as 
the candidates made the rounds of 
TV news shows. 

No wonder Kerry flinched when 
somebody called him the front-run- 
ner. “I hate that word,” he said. 

As temperatures hovered near 
zero Fahrenheit, the race heated 
up in a state known for promoting 
underdogs and surprises. The New 
Hampshire primary is Tuesday. 

Polls showed 8 percent to 15 per- 
cent of voters were still undecided, 
and many more willing to reconsider 
their early picks. Like Sunday shop- 
pers cruising store aisles, wavering 
voters drove from town to town 
Sunday, checking out the candi- 
dates.

But for the rest of the field, the 
first primary is a fight for standing 
and survival at a time the campaign 
takes on a more national cast. 

There are primaries and caucus- 
es on Feb. 3 in Arizona, Delaware, 
Missouri, New Mexico, North 
Dakota, Oklahoma and South 
Carolina.

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New Rover Explores Mars 


NAS^s second lander, 
Opportunity, views 
other side of planet 

PASADENA, CALIF. | NASA’s 
Opportunity rover zipped its first 
pictures of Mars to Earth, delighting 
and puzzling scientists just hours 
after the spacecraft bounced to a 
landing. 

The pictures show a surface 
smooth and dark red in some plac- 
es, and strewn with slabs of light 
bedrock in others. Bounce marks 
left by the rover’s air bags when it 
landed were clearly visible. 

“I am flabbergasted. I am 
astonished. I am blown away. 


Opportunity has touched down 
in an alien and bizarre land- 
scape,” Steven Squyres, of Cornell 
University and the mission’s main 
scientist, said Sunday. “I still don’t 
know what we’re looking at.” 

NASA began receiving the first 
of dozens of black-and-white and 
color images from Opportunity on 
Sunday about four hours after its 
flawless landing. Mars at the time 
was 124 million miles from Earth. 

The six-wheeled rover landed 
Saturday in Meridiani Planum, 
believed to be the smoothest, flat- 
test spot on Mars. Opportunity lies 
6,600 miles and halfway around the 
planet from where its twin, Spirit, 
landed Jan. 3. Andrew bridges (ap)

Fire at South Carolina Motel Kills 6 


GREENVILLE, S.C. | A fire filled a 
five -story motel with thick, disori- 
enting smoke early Sunday, killing 
six people and forcing other panicked 
guests to jump out of windows or 
climb down bed sheets to safety, 
authorities said. 

At least a dozen people were 
injured, including at least five in 
critical condition at a burn unit in 
Augusta, Ga. 

Guests and authorities said 
smoke filled the motel quickly, send- 


ing guests in their pajamas into a 
chaotic scramble for the exits and 
a cold rain outside. 

The smoke was so thick that one 
guest jumped from a third-floor win- 
dow onto a solid canopy when the 
stairwell was just a few steps away, 
Greenville County Coroner Parks 
Evans said. Blood could be seen on 
the outside walls of the motel near 
a broken window. 

The Comfort Inn had standpipes 
and wall-mounted hoses in the hall- 


ways and stairwells, but none had 
been activated and no fire extin- 
guishers were used before emergency 
crews arrived, said Wade Hampton 
Fire Chief Gary Downey. He didn’t 
know the last time the building was 
inspected but said it was not required 
to have sprinklers. 

“If there had been sprinkler sys- 
tems in the hallways, probably the 
fatalities and injuries would not 
have been near what they were,”

Voters in Ohio city 
first in nation to OK 
domestic partners law 

CLEVELAND HEIGHTS, OHIO | Doug 
Braun and his partner of 14 years 
couldn’t wait for Monday, the first 
day they could go to City Hall to place 
their names in a registry recognizing 
them as domestic partners. 

They will walk away with a nota- 
rized piece of paper that legally 
means nothing, but to Braun, 42, 
and his partner, Brian DeWitt, 48, 
it will be the most important day 
of their lives. 

“It’s not a marriage,” Braun said. 
“For us, it’s a show of our commit- 
ment to each other, it’s something 
concrete that we can hold on to...” 

The domestic registry for gay 
and straight unmarried partners 


was approved in November by vot- 
ers in Cleveland Heights, an upscale 
Cleveland suburb of 50,000 residents. 
It passed with 55 percent of the vote. 

Domestic registries have been 
created by councils and state leg- 
islatures elsewhere — the Vermont 
Legislature created the nation’s first 
law recognizing the relationships of 
same-sex couples — but this was the 
first through a ballot issue, accord- 
ing to the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force. 

The opening of the Cleveland 
Heights registry also comes less than 
a week after the Ohio Legislature 
passed one of the country’s most 
far-reaching bans on gay marriage. 

Opponents, including the 
Cleveland Heights Family First 
Initiative, say it’s wrong for a city 
to legitimize a lifestyle many dis- 
agree with.

Crashes in Tigris 


Cause of fifth copter 
accident this month 
unknown; 2 missing 

TIKRIT, IRAQ I A U.S. helicopter 
crashed in the Tigris river while 
searching for a missing soldier 
on Sunday, and the aircraft’s two 
crew members were missing, the 
military said. 

It did not say what caused the 
crash ofthe OH-58D Kiowa Warrior 
helicopter, attached to the 101st 
Airborne Division. 

The helicopter was searching for 
a soldier missing when the boat he 
was in capsized while on patrol ear- 
lier Sunday. Three other soldiers in 
the boat were safe, but two Iraqi 
police officers and an Iraqi trans- 
lator were confirmed killed, said 
Maj. Josslyn Aberle. 

She said the search for the two 
pilots was underway. U.S. troops 
and Iraqi police sealed off the 


area and established checkpoints 
to secure the search and rescue 
operation. U.S. troops rushing to 
the scene came under “limited and 
ineffective small arms fire,” Aberle 
said. An Iraqi policeman manning 
one of the checkpoints was killed in 
a drive-by shooting, witnesses said.

Country reverses years of resistance to U.S. aid 


MEXICO CITY I Mexico has broken a 
decades-old tradition of rejecting 
U.S. aid workers, granting permis- 
sion for the first group of U.S. Peace 
Corps volunteers to work here. 

Mindful of national sensitiv- 
ity over U.S. influence, though, 
the government plans to keep the 


group out of public view. The first 
15 volunteers, scheduled to arrive 
this summer, won’t be performing 
the Peace Corps’ usual tasks in con- 
struction, rural schools or farmer 
training. They will be tucked away

Still, for a country that has 
kicked out or criticized U.S. experts 
in the past — and for one touchy 
about being viewed as underdevel- 
oped — it’s a big change. 

“Mexico has never wanted to 
accept aid,” historian Lorenzo 
Meyer said.

Bird Flu Spreads to Indonesia 

Indonesia became the seventh 
country in Asia to confirm an out- 
break of deadly bird flu. Asia is on 
a region-wide health alert, with 
several governments slaughter- 
ing millions of chickens to contain 
outbreaks.

Few newspapers were available in 
part of southwestern Bangladesh on 
Sunday following a strike by jour- 
nalists protesting the killing of a 
reporter.

Group Protests Dog Testing at U.Va 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, VA. | A newly 
formed group is calling for the 
University of Virginia to drop a lab- 
oratory course that uses live dogs, 
then puts them to death when the 
students are finished. 

Citizens for Humane Medicine is 
calling for the university to quit offer- 
ing the elective course, which requires 
third-year medical students to cut 
open dogs and perform life-saving 
procedures on them. The animals are 


then euthanized. About 100 healthy 
dogs used at U.Va. for educational 
purposes die each year, at a cost to 
the state of nearly $22,000. 

Supporters argue that there’s 
nothing wrong with using ani- 
mals to gain knowledge. 

All of the nation’s top 20 medical 
schools have eliminated their animal 
labs and implemented alternatives 
such as working on human cadavers

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Inexperienced Board to 
Control Metro’s Future 


WASHINGTON! This is a time of tran- 
sition for the Metro Board. 

Robert J. Smith, who joined 
the board in August, took over 
as chairman Thursday from D.C. 
Council member Jim Graham — 
who noted that four board mem- 
bers with a combined 89 years of 
experience have resigned or died 
in the past 12 months. 

In 2003, Katherine Hanley and 
John Davey — each of whom spent 
12 years on the board — resigned, 
as did Cleatus Barnett, who spent 
32 years on the board. Last week 
saw the death of one of the fathers 


of Metro, Carlton Sickles, who had 
served on the board 33 years. 

“The rest of us combined don’t 
have 89 years here,” said board mem- 
ber Christopher Zimmerman. 

Smith plans to lay out his goals at 
next month’s board meeting, but he 
did say he wants to take a second look 
at Metro’s plans to buy more natu- 
ral gas buses. Metro’s fleet of 1,400 
buses currently includes 164 that run 
on compressed natural gas, which are 
twice as expensive to buy. 

Smith also said he will moni- 
tor how Metro spends its money.

Q A Metro employee told me the 
electronic signs on train plat- 
forms are updated manually. Does 
Metro really have employees who 
spend their days typing, “Orange 
Line Train - 3 Minutes”? 

A We are happy to report that 
the answer is no. 

Metro spokeswoman Cheryl 
Johnson said the information on 
those signs, such as train arrival 
times, is automated unless there 
is a change to normal operations 


— such as a service interruption, 
an elevator or escalator outage, 
or track work being done. In that 
case, messages explaining the 
situation are typed in by a Metro 
employee. 

Although Metro staff may put in 
an occasional update on a train’s 
estimated arrival time if it’s far 
from the station, they don’t do the 
minute-to-minute updates, John- 
son said.

Wizards forward shows progress in third year 


PRO BASKETBALL I Who is that 
wearing the No. 5 jersey for the 
Washington Wizards? 

You know, the big man? The one 
moving so confidently through the 
lane, grabbing rebounds, dunking 
over defenders? 

Can that really be Kwame 
Brown? For so long, he seemed des- 
tined to be one of the biggest busts 
in NBA history, a No. 1 overall draft 
pick who never panned out. 

Maybe it’s too early for a com- 
ing-out party, but suddenly Brown’s 
got game. He scored his career high 
twice this month, including 25 
points with nine rebounds in the 
Washington Wizards’ victory over 
the Indiana Pacers on Saturday. 

“I’m a lot more comfortable,” 
Brown said. 


Over his past 12 games. Brown 
is averaging 13.8 points and 8.7 
rebounds and has worked his way 
back into the starting lineup. He 
has led his team in scoring four 
times this season. 

And the Wizards, parked near the 
bottom of the standings all season, 
have won three of four games. 

Perhaps he isn’t quite putting 
up All-Star numbers yet, but con- 
sider this: Brown led the Wizards 
in scoring a grand total of just once 
in his first two seasons — it hap- 
pened to be Michael Jordan’s final 
game — and he mostly languished 
on the bench while averaging 6.2 
points and 4.6 rebounds. 


Why the sudden turnaround for 
the first player to go No. 1 overall 
in the NBA draft straight out of 
high school? Brown is hanging 
around the low post. He’s been 
playing center when the Wizards 
go to a smaller lineup, but he’s also 
staying in the paint more when at 
power forward. 

Coach Eddie Jordan is giving 
Brown a chance. Michael Jordan 
and former coach Doug Collins 
often got fed up with Brown’s teen- 
age mind-set and would banish him 
to the bench for long stretches. 

Brown is growing up. This is the 
22 -year- old’s third season, the year 
players drafted straight from high 
school often make the big jump.

Whitewashing History 



The cause of many 
old wounds gets a 
p.c. new treatment 

BOOKS I The children’s book “The 
Story of Little Black Sambo” has 
been reprinted with new illustra- 
tions to replace the condescend- 
ing renderings of its young, dark- 
skinned protagonist. 

But the new version has reignited 
a decades-old debate over the book, 
whose original, ethnically stereo- 
typical drawings have made it some- 
thing of a racial flashpoint. 

The new edition of Helen 
Bannerman’s 1899 story, with illus- 
trations by Christopher Bing, was 
released last month by Handprint 
Books. At one level a charming nar- 
rative, Bannerman’s book has been 
called racist for its derogatory cari- 
catures and names: Sambo, and his 
parents, Mumbo and Jumbo. 

Cultural historians are divided 
over the new version. 

Todd Boyd, a professor at 
University of Southern California’s 
School of Cinema-Television, said 
the publisher “seemed to be trying 
to find something virtuous in some- 
thing that is inherently flawed. The 
name itself conjures up the same 
negative images that the [original] 
illustrations represented.” 

Randall L. Kennedy, a professor 
at Harvard Law School, said there 
may be some historical value in 
reviving the story. “Do we want 
people to know about the word

‘Sambo’?” he asked. “The fact is, 
it has a very interesting history. It 
obviously has been used in very rac- 
ist, despicable ways, and that should 
be known.” The term as a pejorative 
dates back to the 19th century. 

The book tells how little Sambo 
runs into some man-eating tigers. 
He outwits them by giving them 
his fine new clothes, and they bick- 
er over who looks grander in the 


clothes. As the tigers chase each 
other around a tree, they melt into 
a pool of butter. Jumbo brings the 
butter home, and Mumbo uses it 
to make pancakes “as yellow and 
brown as little Tigers.” Sambo eats 
169 “because he was so hungry.” 

Bing depicts Sambo as a happy 
boy with short curly hair. He sets 
Sambo in what he describes as “a 
fantasy in India,” melding Islamic, 


Buddhist and Christian architectural 
elements; Mumbo wears a sari and 
Jumbo is drawn with a turban. The 
big format edition contains a pub- 
lisher’s note acknowledging the sto- 
ry’s “dark and complex history.” 

“I feel people who truly love the 
story see the character the way I 
drew him, in a positive way, rather 
than as a negative buffoon,” Bing

The Simple Life 



Now more than ever, 
peace-seekers are 
leaving the fast track 

TRAJECTORIES I Sandi Garcia 
was living her dream — or so she 
thought. With a marketing degree 
from the University of Wyoming, 
she moved to Florida, started climb- 
ing the corporate ladder and was 
making good money. 

There was only one problem: She 
was miserable. Up at 6 a.m. and 
getting home from work in time to 
watch the late-night news, she often 
worked weekends, too. 

“I got burnt out pretty quickly,” 
says the 26 -year- old, who longed 
for a life that was “calmer and sim- 
pler.” She found it back in her native 
Cheyenne, Wyo., where she now has 
plenty of time to ski, volunteer and 
enjoy her family. 

Experts say Garcia is one of a 
growing number of Americans — 
particularly people in their 20s and 
30s — who are making a conscious 
decision to slow down and cut back 
on all that overwhelms them. 

“It’s true among people of all 
ages. But it’s much stronger — much 
more notable — among the younger 
generations,” says Bruce Tulgan, a 


Connecticut-based consultant. 

While some religious faiths have 
long touted the virtues of a simpler 
life, researchers also are finding evi- 
dence of positive effects. 

“The upshot is that people who 
value money and image and status 
are actually less happy,” says Tim 
Kasser, a psychologist at Knox 
College in Galesburg, 111., who 
has researched the phenomenon. 
“We found this in people from age 


10 to 80 — all around the world,” 
says Kasser. 

Garcia didn’t know any of this. 
She just listened to her gut and 
found the simpler life she craved 
in Wyoming, the state she once 
wanted to escape. “Someone told 
me that you can never appreciate 
what you have until you’ve left,” 
she says. “I never thought that 
was true — but now I really do.”
